Unable To Assist Crew 
Of Ill-Fated Boat 
In Storm 


PROVINCETOWN, 
Mass., 
Feb. 21.—Coastguardsmen pa­ 
trolled the bleak long stretch 
of sandy shore on tile outer 
rim of Cape Cod today for the 
bodies of six of their mates 
wh o perished in the death- 
dealing gale as the picket boat 
CG-238 dragged its anchors 
and was dashed to pieces with 
eight souls off the dreaded 
outer peaked hill bar.

bodies—those of Boatswain’s 
Mate Charles Albert Free­ 
burn, 24, second class, No. 
6119 Edmund St., Philadelph­ 
ia, (nearest kin, mother, Mrs. 
Anna Freeburn) and Boat­ 
swain’s Mate Raymond 
II. 
Clarke, 24, of Dorchester— 
came ashore in the giant surf. 
Crew of the coastguard boat who 
gamely fought against the elements

The CG-238 had sig­ 
nalled she was dragging her anch­ 
ors and hope at first was pinned on 
the arrival In time of two destroy­ 
ers from Boston. Then a steamship 
appeared but apparently did not see 
the signals ashore. 
Next hope "was 
pinned on the possibility of the 
little craft riding the outer bar and 
stranding on the inner bar. Coast­ 
guardsmen had breeches-buoy ready 
hut the CG-238, with the men hud­ 
dled in the small pilot house and 
with the radio gone, drifted onto 
the outer peaked hill bar, “ocean 
graveyard’’ of many sea craft.
